Dirict Maii Fund Raisinc Counsii Agreement 

AGREEMENT made tins A day of 1999, between Bruce W. Eberle & 
Associates, Inc., 1420 Spring Hill Road, Suite 490, McLean, Virginia 22102, hereinafter 
called Eberle, and Mountain Stales Legal roundation, 707 IT** Street, Suite 3030, Denver, 
CO 80202, hereinafter called the Client. 

WHEREAS, the Client is desirous of engaging the services of Eberle, it is agreed 
as follows: 

1. Appointment and Antliuri/.ntion. Eberle is hereby retained and appointed 
as the Client’s e.xelusive fund raising counsel for its direct mail fund raising 
program and li.st rentals, subject to the terms and conditions of this 
Agreement. The Client, however, retains the right and authority to continue 
to engage in in-hou.se direct mail fund raising, including fund raising to 
those donors on its lUicrlc generated donor list. The retention of the 
services of outside contractors to perform logistical support with regard to 
those in-house mailings shall not con.slitute a breach of the Client’s 
acknowledgement that I'bcrlc is the Client’s exclusive out-of-house direct 
mail fund raiser. 

2. Scrvicc.s. Eberle shall provide the following services to the extent 
necessary to meet the Client's needs: 

a. hsms ami Copy. Counsel and advise the Client on issues and copy 
the Client wishes to use in its direct mail fund raising program. At 
the direction of the Client, Eberle will prepare draft copy for the 
Client’s review and approval. The Client retains tlie authority to 
review, ami to approve or disapprove the contents of any mailing 
undeitaken on behalf of the Client to the Eberle generated Client 
donor list or to any rental list used for the Client. 

b. Afaifhi}*.\. C'oun.sel and advise the client on liming of mailings and 
list usage as well as promotion. 

c. Vendors. I'berle will counsel and advise the Client on negotiating, 
arranging, and entering into agreements. At the direction of the 
Client, Ebcile will negotiate, arrange and enter into agreements on 
behalf of the C'licnt for any materials and ser\'ices to be used in the 
direct mail fund raising program. 

d. Lisf Rentai hvinofion. At the direction of the Client, Eberle will 
promote the rental of all Client owned mailing lists. 

3. Compensation. 

a. Creafive/Coordinafion Fee. Eberle shall receive compensation in 
the sum of eighty dollars ($80) per one thousand (1000) fund raising 
packages processed by Ihemailing house for mailing under the 







terms of this Agreement. A package shall include solicitation letter 
and other enclosures. 

b. CPI Ailjusfmeni. libciie compensation as enumerated in paragraph 
3.a. sludl be subject to an adjustment at the beginning of each 
calendar year in an amount equal to the increase in the United States 
nationwide Consumer Price Index prepared by the United States 
nureau of Labor Statistics, but shall in no event be less than the 
amounts set forth in paragraph 3.a. 

c. List Rental Apfyraval and Commissions, Eberle or its agent shall 
receive a cotnmission of 20% of the standard list rental charge 
and/or exchanges made directly to organizations and a 40% 
commission on list rentals placed to other brokers or agencies, out of 
which Eberle will pay the otiicr brokers' fees. It is further 
understood and agreed llial Omega List Company may at times serve 
as Agent for Eberle. fhe Client retains authority to approve or 
disapprove the rental of its Eberle generated donor list. If the Client 
approves the rental of its Eberle generated donor list, it shall retain 
the right to review , and approve or disapprove the contents of any 
mailing to its Eberle generated donor list. 

nilling and rayinent. 

a. DiUinf^s. Eberle shall render billings from time to lime as necessary 
on its stanilard forms and they shall be paid no later than on the due 
date stated therein. 

b. List Rental Application, If during the term of this Agreement 
invoices due Eberle, Omega List Company and/or the ECG Data 
Center are at any lime sixty (60) days or more past due, Eberle shall 
have the unrestricted right to apply list rental income received to 
payment of their invoice(s) and to rent the list created under this 
Agreement and apply the list revenue income from such rentals to 
payment of their invoicc(s) subject to the provisions of 2.a. 

c. Advances, It is undcr.slood and agreed that any funds advanced by 
Eberle or third parties for postage and other direct mail fund raising 
service.^ or mnlerials shall be reimbursed before any other returns are 
disbursed to others. 

Confidcnfiality and Kegistration.s. 

a. All financial information relating to these accounts,- and this 
cotitracl, shall be held in confidence by Eberle. Further, the Client 
.shall hold in confidence alt financial matters in connection with this 
contract, specifically including Ebciic’s compensation. It is agreed, 
however, that linancial information may be provided by the Client 
and/or Eberle to governmental agencies upon receipt of a formal 
request from a governmental entity. The Client shall immediately 
notify and provide Eberle n copy of any such formal request and the 
informtilion jirovided by Ihc Client. Ebcilo shall likewise advise the 
Client of such requests and of Eberic’s response thereto.

b. A number of jiirisdiclions request some form of registration by 
organizations such as the Client. It is understood and agreed that it 
is the responsibility of the Client to register in such jurisdictions. 

6. Receipt ami Dishiir.seinciil of Funds. All funds generated through the 
direct mail fund raising program under this Agreement shall be received and 
disbursed directly by the Client or its designated agent. Eberle shall not 
serve as agent for this purpose. 

7. Duration and Tcrniinatioii. 

a. Ef/lriivc I his Agreement shall become effective on the_ 

day of June. 1999. and shall continue in force until terminated as 
provided herein. 

b. Terminafion . Either parly may Iciminale this Agreement by giving 
the other parly written notice of termination at least ninety (90) days 
prior to the effective date of termination. Upon receipt of notice of 
termination, liberie shall not commence any new work, but it shall 
complete its consultation work (as described herein) and place all 
list rentals previously approved by the Client. All other rights and 
duties of the parties shall continue until the date of termination. In 
the event the Client or Eberle desires to terminate all work 
commenced before the receipt of notice of termination, it may be so 
agreed upon the parties' mutual consent. Compensation to be 
received by Eberle for partially completed work shall be mutually 
determined. 

c. Billings. Upon termination of this Agreement, Eberle shall submit 
its billing for all amounts not previously billed and due Eberle at that 
time. Eberle shall not be entitled to payment for any new work 
commenced after the dale the written notice of tennination of this 
Agreement was received by Eberle. Eberle shall, however, be 
entitled to payment for work commenced and approved prior to 
receipt of such notice, or, with express written consent prior to the 
effective date of termination. 

8. Disposition of Lists, rropcrly and Materials. 

a. Security. I he list generated and developed during the term of 
this Agreement shall be kept in a secure manner by Eberle. . 

b. Li.sf Usage. Any rentals, exchanges or other use of any lists created 
under this Agreement sliall be to the sole benefit of the Client during 
the course of lliis Agreement, except as provided in paragraph 4.b. of 
this Agreement. Upon termination, Eberle shall be entitled to 
unlimited use of .said list(s) without any payment to the Client. The 
Client, its officers, and/or representatives shall not during the term 
of this Agreement, or at any time subsequent thereto, rent, exchange, 
donate, sell, or otherwise provide any list(s) created under this 
AgrcemeiU to any third parly for any reason whatsoever without the 
prior written upprovahtf Eberle. Allcr the oxpitallou ofllic leints of 
this agreement, and upon payment in full of all outstanding invoices. 
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liie Client sliall relnin the authority to approve or disapprove the 
rental of its l*bcrlc generated donor list. 

c. Pnial raynwiu. Upon termination of this Agreement, all lists 
prodiicetl and iiseil under this Agreement simll be considered the 
exclusive property of liberie until final payment of all invoices has 
been made by the Client. A copy of the list shall be provided to the 
Client upon lepaymetU of all postage advances and upon the final 
payment of all invoices from Kbcrie and direct mail vendors. 

d. Iioperiy and Afa/eriah. It is understood and agreed that upon 
termination ol this Agreement, any property and material provided 
under this Agreement by Eberle shall be the sole and exclusive 
propcrl}' ol hbcrie. I he Client shall have no right to use this 
property and material. Nor shall the Client use any direct mail 
package, or any portion thereof, created under this Agreement 
subsequent to ii.s termination unless agreed to by Eberle. 

9. Conversion of List Excliaiigc lo Rental. 

a. hsf Owners O/nion. It is understood and agreed that whenever the 
Client rcceive.s ilonor names and addresses to mail on an exchange 
basis, the organization which owns the donor names and addresses 
or its agent has the right to convert the exchange to a list rental at 
fifiy percent (50%) of the current list rental price. 

b. Eber/e Opfuni If sums are due and owing Eberle, or tlie direct mail 
vendors on the dale notice of termination is given, Eberle or its agent 
shall Iiavc the right to convert any donor names owed to the Client 
on an exchange basis to list rentals at fifiy percent (50%) or less of 
the ciirrcnl list rental ratesubjecl to the provisioins of paragraph 2.a. 
Sums generaied from such conversions, less commissions, shall be 
applied to the bills of Eberle and the direct mail vendors. 

10. Work In Progress, Once mailing lists have been scheduled and/or 
purchase orders issued for a mailing(s), the Client may not cancel or 
suspend such mailing(s) e.xccpt by mutual consent of the parties. 

n. Modification, t his writing contains the ciuiie Agreement of the parties. 
No reprc.scnlations were made or relied upon by either party, other than 
those that arc expressly set forth. No agent, employee^ or' other 
representative of cither party is empowered to alter any of the terms hereof, 
unless done in writing and .signed by an e.xcciilive officer of the respective 
parlies. 

12. Controlling Law. flie validity, interpretation, and performance of this 
Agreement sluill be conlrolled by and construed under the laws of the State 
of Virginia. I'lic Client liiKlicr agrees (hat any and all legal proceedings 
concerning this Agrccinciu and its interpretation shall be before a court Tn 

Norlbern Virginia and that siicb court shall have jiirusdiction over the parlies 
hereto, 

13. V^ilvcr. 'i he Ihlluic of oilhcr pmiy (o this Agreement to object or to take 
affirmattve action with rc.spcct to any conduct by the other which is in 
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violation of the icrms oC this Agiecmcnl shall not be construed as a waiver 
thereof, or ofany fulmc breach or subsequent wrongful conduct. 

14. Claims. Ihe C lient specifically agrees to hold Eberle, Omega List 
Company, their ollicers. (lireelors, and employees harmless from any and all 
claims of third parties, of any nature whatsoever, arising out of materials, 
including copy, or direct mail fund raising projects, letters and/or packages 
reviewed and approv etl by the Client. In the event any payment due Eberle 
and/or direct mail fund raising creditors Is not made in accord with the 
terms of this Agreement and the obligation(s) is referred to any allorney for 
collection, the C’licnl agrees to pay all costs of collection, including an 
attorney's fee of twenty percent of the sum due. 

15. Certification. I he Client does hereby certify to Eberle that there is no 
agreement with other fund raising counsel or with a direct mail fund raiser 
or list broker currently in existence as of the effective date of this 
AgrecmciU which conllicls with the terms hereof. The Client further agrees 
not to enter into any subsequent agreement which conflicts with the terms of 
this Agreement. 

16. Notices. All noticc.s pertaining to this Agreement shall be in writing and 
shall be transmitted cither by personal hand delivery, through the facilities 
of the United Slates Poslal Service or by facsimile transmission. The 
addresses set forth above for the respective parties shall be the places where 
notices shall be .sent, unless written notice of a change of address is given.
